WATERBURY, Cona., July U.—John 
H. O'Donnell, one of the most promi- 
nent manufacturers in the city, presi- 
dent of the Waterbury Wire Die Co. 
and director of the Waterbury Machine 
Co., was charged with beating his wife 
and locked up in a police cell. 

The O’Donnells live on North Willow 
street, a fashionable street. Patrolman 
Keersted was on duty near their resi- 
dence last night when he heard a wom- 
an shriek. 

“Help, help; he’s killing me!’’ 

Then the screams of the O’Donnell 
maid servants told Keersted whence the 
cry for help came. The policeman, who 
feared murder was being done, ran up 
the stoop, smashed the glass in the 
front door, let himself in and rushed 
into the drawing room, 

When, soon afterwards he took O’Don- 
nell, handcuffed, to the Police Station, 
iKeersted told the Sergeant: 

“This man had thrown his wife on 
a couch and was choking her. I was 
afraid he would kill her, for he was as 
angry as a wild beast. His wife was 
bleeding from the mouth and her head 
was cut and there was blood on the 
rugs and furniture. I yelled at him to 
quit, but he did not let her go, so I 
gave him two or three, and, I must 
Say, they were good ones. I knocked 
him down and put the nippers on him. 
Then he grew quiet as a lamb and 
told me he didn’t want to hurt her.” 

As O’Donnell was taken to a cell, his 
fellow clubmen and capitalists would 
scarcely have known him, for Keersted 
had clubbed him severely. Physicians 
were called to Mrs. O’Donnell and found 
her suffering from abrasions of the 
scalp and internal injuries. She told 
them her husband had _ kicked, her. 
However, she was determined to go to 
court and there she found on the bench 
Judge Burke, whom she and her hus- 
band knew well. 

Judge Burke read Mrs. Keersted’s af- 
fidavit, and after pondering a minute 
said: 

“Tl know both the parties here person- 
ally, and I am of the opinion that my 
acquaintance with them disqualifies me 
from sitting in this case. I will ad- 
journ it until another judge can be se- 
cured to hear it.”’ 

“I won't wait, Judge Burke!”’ cried 
Mrs. O’Donnell springing to her feet. 
“He must be punished now. Do you 
think I can stand this any longer? He 
must go to jail like any other crim- 
inal.’’ 

Nevertheless, the Judge continued the 
case for a week. Mrs. O'Donnell has 
gone into seclusion at her summer home 
outside the city. Her intimate friends 
say she refuses to tell the cause of 
last night's violent scene, but declares 
it was not the first time her husband 
has attacked her. Her friends prophecy 
that a sensational divoroe suit will fol- 
low the criminal action. O’Donnell was 
released on bail.

MINNEAPOLIS, Tenn., July 11.—It is 
reasonably certain that robbery wag the 
motive for the murder of Millie Ellison, 
who was found lying among the flames 

-of a blazing alcohol lamp in her room 
at the National Hotel yesterday after- 
noon. It has been discovered by the po- 
lice that Miss Ellison had lately sold 
out a millinery business af her home 
in Ellsworth, Wis., and had come to 
the twin cities with about $6500. No 
such sum Was found in her room at the 
hotel, nor is there any memorandum ot 
her having deposited it. 

M. J. Wilson, who registered in the 
room above Miss Ellison, took two 
Satchels away with him when he left, 
just before she was found. 

Investigation at Ellsworth shows 
that Miss Ellison had always had a 
good reputation. Her family understood 
that she was coming to Minneapolis to 

- look up some business opportunities, but 
have no idea as to the identity of the 
man who appears to have been with 
her. At her home it was understood 
she had been receiving some attention 
from a railroad conductor named Riggs, 
who does not answer the description of 
her Minneapolis companion in any way. 

The woman's head was crushed with 
a hammer blow, the body tied to a 
couch which was saturated with wood 
aleohol] and then set afire. 

The discovery of smoke and flames 
issuing from the room revealed the 
murder. While employes were beating 
out the fire the woman recovered long 
enough to utter the words, ‘Elliston, 
Elisworth.’’ Then she died. 

The upper part of the body was ter- 
ribly burned. Later physicians said the 
wounds on the head were sufficient to 
cause death.

/ Woman, is believed by the police to be

So far as is 
known the couple did not meet until 
the crime was committed.

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The little Burns twins were frolicking 


in the rear of 1515 North Eighth street. 
Mike was trying hard to put an ap- 
proved wrestling hold on Morris. The 
two boys played and struggled, unmind- 
ful of the heat in the poorly furnished 
room. 


Then when each turned pleadingly to 
the mother for something to cool them 
and relieve them of the heat, the mother 
did not give them the sickening luke- 
warm water from the city hydrants. She 
chipped a tiny piece from the cake of 
ice that had been furnished free that 
morning and cooled the water with it. 

True, not much was used in this way. 
One cannot use much ice in drinking 
water when one receives only 12% 
pounds a day. After a drink of 
the water, cool, but not ice cold, the 
Burns twins lay across the bed. They 
were tired from their exertion. Soon 
each of the four pretty blue eyes were 
closed and the babies were fast asleep. 

Persons who subscribe to the Post- 
Dispatch fund for free ice for the poor, 
and others who should but do not, could 
not live as the Burns babies live. It Is 
quite a come-down from a handsome 
flat or a comfortable house or cottage 
to the hot stuffy room where the Burns 
twins live. A cooped-up room in the 
rear does not compare at all with the 
spacious open rooms of the West End 
houses, 

There is just one way to relieve the 
suffering in this and similar places. 
Ice will keep the milk cool and fresh. 
Whatever the adults of the household 
may have to eat is kept ffom spoiling 
by the ice. 

» It would be a paradox or something 
awfully wrong to say free ice brings 
sunshine into the homes of the poor. 
Actually the ice would freeze the sun- 
shine. The ice does, however, bring 4 
measure of relief, entirly disproportion- 
ate to the amount it costs. In no other 
way could so much be accomplished for 
the comparatively small expenditure. 
Charity’s nickel spent in the home of 
one poor family buys ice enough to cool 
baby’s milk and cool the drinking wa- 
ter two days. 

The Burns house, where the twins 
Mike and Morris make everything re- 
volve around them. is like hundreds of 
others in the district. There is an idle 
father who has not worked since June 
1, a distressed mother and a house full 
of children. Poverty has left its stamp 
upon the place.

Canal Official. 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—While some 
predicted that the Dry Dock Dewey 
would never be able to pass through 
portions of the Suez Canal, which are 


only slightly wider than the great dock, 
the aged head pilot of the canal, A. Pap- 
pa, made it possible for the Dewey to 
get through. The report to the Navy 
Department made by Commander H. H. 
Hosley, who was in charge of the Dewey 
and the fleet which convoyed it, gives 
him credit and suggests that a trophy 
be sent to him fon his feat. 

Although Pappa ip very old and was s0 
iil that he should ‘not have attempted 
the work, he assumed full charge of the 
Dewey's canal trip. 

He was cared for in the quarters of 
the general manager of the canal and 
resolutely resumed his work and direct- 
ed the tugs which were doing the tow- 
ing by means of a system of flag sig- 
nals. 

For many years all ships . bearing 
crowned heads, members of royal fam- 
ilies or other distinguished persons have 
been piloted through the canal by the 
venerable head pilot, whose service has 
been so indispensable to the company

IT’S UP TO TURKEY. 


If She Doesn't Want Ambassa- 
dor She Can Say So.

Sey ASHINGTON, July 11.—Turkey 
has a right to decline to receive an 
Ambassador from the United States 
or to permit this Government to raise 
its mission at Constantinople to the 
rank of an embassy. But if it should 
follow such a course, the friendly re- 
lations between the two nations 
would not be improved, as such ac- 
tion would be a. discrimination 
against the United States in favor of 
some of the European nations which 
are represented at the Turkish capi- 
tal by ambassadors, The Department 
of State has not yet received any ad- 
vices of opposition on the part of 
Turkey to the plan to raise the lega- 
tion at Constantinople to the grade 
of an embassy. 

The European ambasadors have ac- 
cess to the Sultan at all times, but 
the American and other ministers who 
must also transact their business 
through the Sultan, have to wait for 
weeks before they can secure @n au-~- 
dience with him. This results in 
great embarrassment to the American 
Minister. so that the State Depart- 
ment will mot receive with good hu- 
mor any protest from the Turkish 
Government against increasing the 
rank of Minister Leishman to that of 
an Ambassador.

NEW YORK, July 11.—“Billy Bryan” 
and Jack are heroes too modest to tell 
their own story, but Ezekiel Moorehouse 


is proud to acknowledge that he owes 
his life to the sagacity of a horse and a 
dog, who brought help to him, dying, 
through storm and darkness and along 
roads wherc every step was a pitfall. 

Moorehouse is a farmer, living about 
a mile from where the Pequannock Riv- 
er empties into the Passaic, in the little 
settlement of Two Bridges: N. J. He 
gains a livelihood cutting down hickory 
trees, which he supplies to the wagon 
builders for many miles’ around for 
spokes. He acquired Billy Bryan, his old 
sorrel, in the ordinary way and has be- 
come endeared to him through years of 
faithful service. But Jack, the shep- 
herd, insinuated himself into the family 
several years ago, when he encountered 
Moorehouse on one of his expeditions 
and, despite he discouragement . of 
sticks and stones, insisted on aecompa- 
nying him.

LITIGATION BAD 
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FOR LARGE ESTATE 





Suggestive Figures Shown by 
Statement of the Francis 
Palmer Case. 


Special to the Post‘Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 11.—A good exam- 
ple of how a large estate may be de- 
pleted by litigation is shown by the ap- 
praisement, just completed. of the for- 


tune of the late Francis Asbury Palmer, 
who for 52 years was president of the 
National Broadway Bank, and who at 
the time of his death was 92 years old. 

Following Mr. Palmer's death there 





was litigation which was ended by the 
Payment to the dissatisfied heirs of $75,- 
000. The expense of this litigation, as 
Charged against the estate, amounts to 
$160,000, including the $75,000 payment. 
The gross real and personal estate left 
by Mr. Palmer amounted to $933,000, but 
by reason of a judgment for $113,902 this 
is reduced to $737,168, there being in- 
cluded $82,000 for commissions of exec- 
utors and administrators. 

The attempt of the heirs to upset the 
will of the aged banker culminated in 
two sensational trials. Evidence was 
adduced that Mr. Palmer had _ been 
largely under the influence of various 
clergymen to whom, it was contended, 
he had given several million dollars. 

A brother, James R. Palmer of San- 
Francisco, 96 years old, claimed $600,- 
000; the Palmer University, $100,000; a 
grand-nephew, Palmer Lewis, $9500; the 
Bedford Presbyterian Church, $12,000. 
All these claims were disallowed by the 
executors, Richard B. Kelly, William O. 
Abbott and Charles J. Day. 

A niece, Susie Frances Rockwell, sued 
for $240,000. This suit is still pending. 

Under the Palmer will religious and 
charitable institutions received  be- 
quests. Mr. Palmer had established the 





Francis Asbury Palmer fund for the sup- 
port of home missions, churches and 
pastors. To this fund he left his residu- 
ay estate, less deductions of litigation, 
etc.

The artistic excellence of Mr. Miller’s 
work is conceded. In the flesh tints of 
the Francis portrait he seems to have 
been at his best, and the lifelikeness of 
the face which looks so easily out from 
the canvas is impressive. The drawing 
and coloring of the hands is also sin- 
gularly good, and the fabric of the 
clothing is brought out with admirable 
touches of a hand masterfully trained in 
art details. An especially fine effect is 
also obtained with the hair, which, 
somewhat disarranged, falls loosely 
above the forehead and to the side, 
showing with uncommon truthfulness 
the mingling of gray wnich seems mere- 
ly to lighten the earlier shade. The por- 
trait especially conforms to that prin- 
ciple in art which demands that no ex- 
treme of mood be pictured, presenting 
the sitter, instead, in the aspect in 
which he is best known to those closest 
to him in daily life.

Mrs. P. A. Galvin Was Hurry- 
ing on Transport to the 
Philippines. 


SHIP STRANDED ON REEF 


Woman, Long an Invalid, Can- 
not Disinter Husband's 
Body, 


When Mrs, P, A. Galvin of St. Louis, 
with her two lHttle children and her 
nurse, arrives Sunday after next in Ma- 
nila Bay on the United States trans- 
port Thomas, she wil] be informed that 
the husband she was encircling half the 


earth to see died last Sunday while 
her ship was Stranded:on a a reef 
in mid-oceéan, as exclusively told in late 
editions of Tuesday's Post-Dispatch. 
He succumbed to cholera, and even 
after she reaches her haven she will 
not be permitted to have the »ody dis- 
interred, owing to the stringency of the 
laws governing the burial of this mal- 
ady’s victims. So far as known, she 
has not yet been acquainted with her 
affliction, and her friends and relatives 
here fear serious consequences when 
the news is broken to her, for she has 
been an invalid for many months.. 
Information of Mr. Galvin’s death 
reached the Bureau of Insular Affairs 
of the War Department Tuesday, and 
his relatives in St. Louis were notified 
that he had died of cholera in Manila 
last Sunday. While he was dying his 
wife and children were whiling away

‘Motorman Instantly Killed. in 


Making Repairs on New 
York Elevated. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLBVELAND, O., July 11.—Lisle Gar- 
nety, an electrician employed by the 
Cléveland & Southwestern Railway, sus- 
tained a charge of 20,000 volts of elec- 
tricity, a greater voltage than is used 
in the electric chaipin the Ohio Penl- 
tentiary. He is today entirely well, ex- 
cept for bad burns on the arm, and 
tells of his experience. 

“It felt as if someone was knocking 
me down, pigking me up and knocking 
me down again about fifty times a sec- 
ond,”’ he said. “I could see a big ball of 
fire a whole lot like a full moon. But 
the boys say there was not anything 
like that. I was unconscious for Il 
minutes, and the first thing I sensed 
was hearing somebody say, ‘Don’t quit 
working on him.’ Pretty soon after that 
I came to and they brought me to the 
hospital. 

“I’ve had little tastes of electricity 
from wires many a time, but never any 
touch of high life like this. I don't 
Want any more. They say I'd have been 
dead as a crosstie if the car floor had 
been a little wet.’’ : 

Conductor Harry McColloch of the 
Urbana, Bellefontaine & Northern 
Traction line met with a similar acci- 
dent at Bellefontaine. After being giv- 
en up for dead by the bystanders, he 
was revived in a short time by the mo- 
torman on the car. A charge of 2200 
volts passed through his body. 


MOTORMAN TOUCHED 
THE THIRD RAIL.

NO MURE INSURANCE 


Hebrews From Poland Are 
| Next in Quantity and Ger- 
mans Third. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW ‘YORK, July 11.—Reports from 
Ellis Island for the 12 months ending 
June 30 show that 1,062,054 persons, in- 
cluding immigrants, tourists and eciti- 
zens, entered the port of New York. 
The total of new arrivals 82,974, 

which is 99,705 more than last year. 

Out of the 935,000 aliens arriving 7877 
were deported. The number of crim- 
inals sent back was 195. Only one poly- 
Gamist arrived, and he was deported. 
Notwithstanding all the talk about an- 
archists there was not a single avowed 
anarchist in the entire number. In 
comparison with the number of arri- 
vals during the last year, fewer deporta- 
tions have been made than ever before. 

Of the newcomers, 609,714 were males. 
275,829 females, children under 14 years 
of age 106,690;- persons more than 4 
years of age 38,295. This alien army 
brought h_ ere$19,000,000, or mure than 
$20.52 each. Out of the number passing 
through, Ellis Island must be substract- 
ed 99.884 American citizens who had 
been abroad and _ returned. Southern 
Italy sent the laigest number of immIi- 
grants, 221,606. Hebrews from Poland, 
come next, with more than 125,000. Ger- 
many contributed 71,916, and there were 
42.000 Magvars.

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“No Pardon for Me,” Says. 
Adam, “I’ll Give Paris 
a Sight Free.” 


NEW YORK, July 11.—A cable dis- 
patch from Paris says: 

“IT want to be guillotined. They 
condemned me to death and they shall 
execute me. 

“T'll have none of their pardons. 

There is no reason for a revision of 
my sentence. Paris has not seen an 
execution in 10 years, and I’m going 
to gwive them the sight free.” 
, This declaration was made by Pierre 
‘Adam to the prison authorities and 
lawyers, who were trying to persuade 
him to appeal for a commutation of 
his death sentence for murder. He 
has resisted the persuasions persist- 
enly for three weeks and clamors to 
have his head chopped off, yet tke 
authorities do not comply with his 
Wish. 

The position is a curious one. As 
the law stands, it prescribes that ex- 
ecutions shall be public, but since 
the guillotine was moved some years 
ago from the notorious Place de la 
Roquette, the local officials every- 
where have successfully resisted the 
attempts to secure a new site, and 
the guillotine has lain idle in a shed, 
the officers of justice not venturing 
to offend any part of the city by in- 
sisting upon its erection. They have, 
consequently, persuaded every person 
condemned to death to appeal for a 
commutation, which has been  forth- 
with granted.

Morris, ‘‘there is nothing In the story 
of diseased meats. Anybody that knows 
anything about the packing buainess 
knows that it has been bullt up on its 
‘merits. We have not advertised our 
canned meats or our other products, 
The business has grown of itself. You 
can’t. fool a man about what he eats. 
He knows whether it is good or not. and 
our meats were so good that they ad- 
vertised themselves and our business 
grew. It is ridiculous to say that the 
meats were bad. Men are intelligert 
enough to know when they eat good or 
bad things.”

Turn into the 
coffee-pot, pour on six cupfuls of boll- 
ing water, and stir. Place on the front 
of the range; bring to the boiling point 
and let boil for thrée minutes. The 
spout of the pot should be covered or 
stuffed with soft paper. Stir and pour 
some in a cup to be sure that the spout 
is free from grounds. Return to the 
coffeepot and add half a cupful of cold 
water, which, perfects the clearing.

Thomas A, Edison Jr. lives in Bur- 
lington, N. J., in a house his father 
gave him seven years ago when the 
young man, after a career of some ex- 
citement in this city and elsewhere, 
eloped with Marie Touhey, a beautiful 
chorus girl. Edison Sr. did not welcome 
the actress to the family circle, . and 
when there was a separation after less 
than two years of married life he made 
her an allowance of $25 a week on the 
conditions that #she remain inside the 
states of New York and New Jersey and 
never use her married name on the 

stage. She died five months ago. « 
Two years ago young Mr. Edison 
sprained his ankle severely and was ill 
in a hotel at Lakewood, N. J. The serv- 
ices of a trained nurse were required 
and Mrs. Montgomery took the case.

Previously Shot by a Woman 
Who Called at His Office 
in St. Petersburg, 


SEVASTOPOL, July 11.—aA attempt 
was made at 11 o'clock this m rning to 
assassinate Vice-Admira] Chounkin, 
commander of the Black Sea fleet. The 
¢dmiral was wounded and taken to a 
hospital. 

Vice-Admiral Counknin has _ been 
blamed for his severity, and it was to 
his treatment of the crews of the ships 
under his command that the mutiny on 
board the battleship Kniaz Potemkin, in 
June and July last year, was attributed. 
The Admiral displayed considerable ac- 
tivity in attempting to capture the mu- 
tineers at that time, and in suppressing 
the sailors’ mutiny at Sevastopol in No- 
vember last. 

An attempt was made on the life of 
the Admiral Feb. 9 last. A woman ap- 
peared at his official residence during 
the afternoon of that day and sent in 
her card, saying she was a daughter 
Of a Rear-Admiral at St. Petersburg 
who was on old acquaintance of Choun- 
knin. On entering the Admiral’s office 
the woman drew a rapid firing pistol 
and fired four shots at him. each bul- 
let reaching the mark. As she turned 
to escape the woman was killed by the 
orderly on duty at Chounkin’s door. The 
crime, beyond doubt, was political. 

When the sentences imposed on the 
sailors for the Kniaz Potemkin mutiny 
were before the Admiral for review, 
formal notice was served on him that 
if he approved the death sentences he 


however approved the sentences and 
would share the same fate. Chouknin, 
several intimations afterward reached 
him to the. effect that the terrorists 
were merely waiting for a favorable op- 
portunity to kill him. Some time elapsed 
before the police were able to establish 
the identity of the woman who at- 
tempted Admiral Chouknin’s life, but it 
finally became known that she was a 
Hebrew named Cecilia Shabad, 25 years 
old and a former member of the Hebrew 
bund of Minsk. where her father was a 
well-to-do merchant. 

Admiral Chouknin has had a good deal 
of active service anu for a time was be- 
lieved to be under orders to take to the 
Far East during the war with Japan the 
second Pacific Squadron, Relieving Vice- 
Admiral Rojestvensky. 

Chouknin was Port Admiral at Vladi- 
vostok from 1896 to 1901. Later he was 
appointed director of the naval college 
which post he held until he took com- 
mand of the Black Sea Fleet. While 
Chouknin was recovering from the 
wounds inflicted upon . him by Ceceila 
Shabad it was reported that he had 
been offered and had declined to accept 
the post of Minister of Marine to suc- 
ceed Admiral Avellan. 


BOMBS IN PALACE 
CAUSE MANY ARRESTS. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 11.—Many 
arrests have been made during the past 
24 hours in an endeavor to locate the 
conspirators who placed the bombs in 
the garden of the imperial palace at 
Peterhof. These bombs were powerful 
enough to have wrecked the walls of 
the palace. Other arrests of persons in 
high places are certain to follow and 
wild consternation is apparent. 


Tt is very plain that the bombs must4 


have been placed by some one connect- 
ed with the palace either as officer, 
guard or servant, and every one equal- 
ly was under suspicion. Gen. Trepoff, 
the commandant, immediately put in 
motion all the machinery of his office 
to discover the culprit, but thus far 
without definite results. 

Ir the meantime the person of the 
Czar is being more rigidly guarded than 
ever. if increase of precaution is po-- 
sible. 

No confirmation of the Sebastopol 
rumor of the selzure of the wars! ns 
by the Batum mutineers is obtainable. 
Dispatches received from Batum under 
today’s date make no mention of dis- 
orders or even of the presence of the 
squadron, which was last reported at 
Kartch, two days’ sail from Batum.

Her Father in a Junk 
Wagon. 





COMES FROM AUSTRIA 


Mother Feared Sea, So 14- 
Year-Old-Girl JOurneys to 
East St. Louis. 


After a five-weeks’ trip across the 
ocean alone little Katie Florek, 14 
years old, of Daliciya, Austria, ar- 
rived at 1022 North Third street, East 
St. Louis, Tuesday evening, riding in 
a junk wagon and clutching a mu¢h 
smudged scrap of paper, on which her 
father’s address was written. Her fa- 
ther, Mike Florek, had been meeting 
every train until Tuesday at noon. 

Two months ago Mike Florek sent 
the money for steamer tickets back to 
the old country and awaited the ar- 
rival of his wife and daughter. The 
wife bought tickets, but became 
frightened when she went down to 
board the vessel and refused to sail. 
Fourteen-year-old Katie was made of 
sterner stuff and asked te be put on 
board with written directions to her 
father’s home in East St. Louis. When 
she landed in New York, Katie: had 
her ticket to Fast St. Louis and her 
father’s addréss in her hand. She 
knew no English. Sitting-down ina 
waiting room she stuck two days, 
foodleas, until some “big man” put her 
on a train. 

But it was the wrong train and Ka- 
tie was in Louisville, Ky., Sunday 
when she’ should have been in East 
St. Louis. Again the little girl sat 
down to wait until something turned 
up. Again a man put her on the train 
and she arrived in East St. Louis at 
6 p. m. Tuesday. 

Papa was nowhere to be seen. Ka- 
tie resolutely gripped the paper that 
held his address and sat down to wait 
again. Detective Edward Kerens no- 
ticed the pretty yellow-haired girl 
sitting for hours at the same place 
and asked her what the trouble was. 

Katie told him in German all about 

it, but the detective could make 
nothing of it. Then Katie held out 
her scrap of paper. Seeing the ad- 
dress, Detective Kerens called a de- 
livery man named Mooney and asked 
him to put the girl in his junk wagon 
and haul her out to the North Third 
Street address. 
_ Mike Florek, who works in a pack- 
ing house, had just returned from 
work and greeted his daughter with 
tears and pravers. ‘There was a

Carvalho was asked this morning if he 
knew George Woad, one of Hartije’s ex- 
perts. 

‘Yes,’ he replied. “He came to New 
York and testified In the trial of Albert 
‘. Patrick for the murder of old man 
Rice, He swore the will which gave 
Patrick Rice's fortune was genuine. The 
jury found different.” 

Wood was asked if he knew Catvyalho. 

“He testified in the Cadet Whitaker 
case at West Point,’ said Wood.

CANOEING ON MERAMEC. 


Paddle and Saddle Club De- 
clares It a Safe Sport. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

An article appearing in last Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch entitled ‘‘The Fatal Lure 
of the Meramec” igs in its entirety such 
an attack upon the healthy and manly 
sport of canoeing, such a distortion of 
fact, that those of us who know the 
truth and love the “call of the wild’ 
feel constrained to make reply. 

In the first place, the Meramec is not 


4 dangerous or treacherous river in any. 
sense. The current ig fairly rapid, but 
in very tew places, when the river is at 
its hormal stage, is the water over the 
waist of the average man. In fact, 
throughout the entire stretch used by 
canoes, the water is notoriously shallow, 
so much so that paddling is often seri- 
ously impeded. 

there are no figures at hand to prove 
the statement, but it is a pretty sare as- 
Sertion that there-as few lives lost in 
the Meramec as in any other body of 
water simillarly situated near a city of 
the size of St. Louis. Compared with 
the numbers who draw the sunshine 
and tresh air of their city lives from 
their brief hours upon this lovely 
stream, the number of accidents is sur- 
prisingiy small, and in almost every 
Case Lney spring trom avoidable causes. 

fhe writer ot the Post-Dtspatch artcie 
proves a lack ol knowledge of canoeing 
when he states that the indian is the 
only master of canoeing, and that he 
Balns stabdliity by kneeling on the bot- 
tom of the boat. The shoulders of the 
Kneeling indian are quite ag high as 
those or the modern canoeist, and his 
boat is much more unsteady and much 
less responsive to the steering paddle. 

The moaern canoe has a flatter bottom 
than the indian’s, and is almost always 
provided with a keel, t.e Post-Dispatch 
writer to the contrary notwithstanding. 
In the matter of efficiency, the modern 
cedar canvas canoe is as far ahead of 
the indian birch bark as the bicycle is 
ahead of the velocipede.
